What  is  a  class  ring?  It  is  a  symbol  of  education,  a  symbol  of  the  pride  which  a  per- 
son has  in  his  alma  mater.  For  the  Seniors,  the  class  ring  is  a  symbol  of  maturity.  The 
day  they  slip  their  class  ring  on  their  finger  they  feel  that  they  have   "come  of  age." 

A  highlight    in  the  lives  of  all  students  is  the  day  on  which  they  finally  receive  their 
class  rings.  September   19  was  the   "big  day"  for  this  year's  Seniors,  who  were  immediately 
surrounded  by  a  group  of  eager  underclassmen  admiring  the  newly  acquired  jewel. 

The  ring  consists  of  a  blue  Starfire   stone   set  in  gold.  Mounted  on  the  stone  is  a  gold 
hawk,  especially  designed  for  Valley  Park  High  School.  The  words   "Valley  Park  High 
School"  appear  on  a  bar  under  the  Hawk's  claws,   and  the   student's  initials  and  class 
numerals  appear  on  either  side  of  the  Starfire   stone.  It  is  an  exquisitely  designed  and 
truly  beautiful  ring!
